OUTLOOK FOR PEANUT 
FARMERS IS VERY BRIGHT 
SAYS CONGRESSMAN 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 20 
The outlook for peanut farmers in 
1946 is extraordinarily bright as 
the planting season approaches, 
Congressman Andrews, 
Third Alabama said to 
day. 

Congressman Andrews said that 

he had reached this conclusion af- 
ter conferring with  Representa- 
tive Steve Pace from Georgia, and 
Representative George Grant, See- 
ond Alabama District, both key 
members of the Agriculture 
mittee of the House of Represent- 
atives. This Congressional trio 
have received the prediction from 
authorities in the Department of 
Agriculture that prices this year 
should be improved over those re- 
ceived last year and near ceiling 
prices can be anticipated on the 
whole crop. 
If OPA and price 
continued, the same ceiling prices 
that were in force last year will 
be in effect this yead,

trol of acreage, (2- support for

The Government plans for 1946 
to give a support prire of 90 per 
cent of parity. The exact amount 
of the support price will not be 
announced until July or August, 
as it will be based on 90 per cent 
of the parity price on July 1. 

Congtessman Andrews said that 
he is highly pleased with those 
provisions of the 1946 Peanut 
Program that will permit farmers 
to trade with the mills for any 
price between the support price 
and the ceiling price. ‘This is ex- 
pected to give the farmers a sub- 
stantial advantage and since 
will be no surplus or carry-over 
from 1945; a strong demand for 
peanuts is expected when the har- 
vesting begins this fall.

Jap Went Back: 
Now He’s Sorry 


American-Born Oriental Is 
Shocked by Conditions 
In Old Country. 


URAGA, JAPAN. — Tom Satoshi 
Yoah Yoshiyama, who was born in 
the United States but didn't like it 
here and is in Japan at his own 
request, now is convinced he should 
have stayed in San Francisco. 

In this dreary reception center 
With Japanese repatriates from the 
United States, the Pacific islands 
and Singapore he says disgustedly: 

“I never realized it Was as bad 
in this country as it is. Please do 
me a favor and send a message to 
other Japanese in the United States 


who are thinking of coming to 

Japan. Tell them that I urge them 

to stay where they are," 
Yoshiyama, who was born in 


Salinas, Calif., 27 years ago, was 
within one-half year of being gradu- 
ated from San Francisco State 
Teachers’ college when war broke 
out. He was put in the Santa Anita 
camp 

Was ‘Pushed Around,’ 

“Il renounced my United States 
citizenship because I felt I was be- 
ing pushed around,"’ said Yoshi- 
yama, who had visited Japan three 
times before the war. ‘I had always 
thought I should be on an equal 
basis with Caucasian fellows. I 
could not even use a public swim- 
ming pool in San Francisco. 

“Then when the war came | felt 
sure democracy did not apply to me 
because of the way I was treated. 
That hit me hard, because I had 
always considered myself a good 
American, I had been a Boy Scout, 
Future Farmer of America, basket- 
ball captain—then all of a sudden I 
was shunned." 

Yoshiyama said he ‘does not fee) 
bitter toward the United States and 
still is willing to co-operate.’’ He re- 
nounced his citizenship in Decem- 
ber, 1948, and admitted, ‘'I was con- 
vinced then that Japan would win 
the war. I just got mad at America 
I guess.” 

Iwo Convinced Him, 

Yoshiyama said he became con. 
vinced Japan had lost the war when 
he heard of the capture of Iwo 
Asked why he realized Japan had 
lost when others still thought she 
was winning, he said, ‘Hell, I had 
common sense.” 

Yoshiyama was one of the bad 
boys of the Tule lake war relocation 
center and one of the ringleaders of 
disturbances there. He spent eight 
months in the stockade as a result. 
He is busy now telling other Japa- 
nese the camp officials ‘'stole food 
that belonged to the Japanese and 
were running a black market.” 

His biggest cause of discontent 
right now is that his bride of two 
months is in the United States. So 
far, only wives of diplomats have 
been returned to Japan. He com- 
plains there is no way to let her 
know he has arrived safely in 
Japan 


France, Czechs to Swap 


Goods Worth 8 Million 


PARIS.—France and Czechoslo- 


vakia have signed a commercial 
agreement providing for the ex- 
change of more than $8,000,000 


worth of gouds during the next six 
months, it was disclosed, 

The treaty was signed by Georges 
Bidault, French foreign minister, 
and Hubert Ripka, Czech minister 
of foreign commerce. 

It provides French imports from 
Czechoslovakia of 406 million frances 
(about $8,126,000) worth of hops, 
malt, wood, seeds, paper, coke, 
coal, chinaware and crockery, 
France is to export to Czechoslo- 
vakia 396 million frances worth of 
phosphates, bauxite, machines, dyes 
and spices.

WHAT MAKES A PEOPLE GREAT 
—RELIGION IN THE HOME 


LESSON TEXT: Deuteronomy 6:4-12, 

MEMORY SIEXLECTION: Every day 
Will I bless thee; and I will praise thy 
hame for ever and ever.--Psalm 145:2 


Home, church, school and the 
state—these are the four institutions 
which determine the greatness of 4 
people—and the most influential of 
all is the home, 

What a child becomes under the 
nurture of the home will determine 
his interest in the church, his atti- 
tude toward school, and eventually 
his value as a citizen of the nation. 
How tragic then that we are giving 
so little attention to our American 
homes! 


The religious life of the home is 
the most important element of its 
activity, for it is the determining 
factor in the life of the child. It is in 
the home that the child’s whole ex- 
istence centers and from which he 
receives the repeated impressions, 
day by day, which determine char- 
acter and destiny. It is in the home 
that the parent has the opportunity 
to demonstrate the reality of the 
faith professed in the church, and 
to show the child that Christianity 
really counts in the ordinary experi- 
ences of life, 

Three things appear in our lesson 
as characterizing the religion «f the 
home. 


I. Worship (vy. 4, 5). 

Twice a day the orthodox Jew re- 
peats the words of these verses: 
namely, at the time of prayer, morn- 
ing and night. They remind him of 
his personal relationship to God, and 
they recall one of God's primary 
reasons for calling Israel to be his 
people. They were to be a national 
witness to the one true God in the 
midst of the almost universal wor- 
ship of many gods. They were to 
stand for monotheism in the midst 
of polytheism, 


So important is the complete de- 
votion of man—and that brings in 
the whole family—to God that when 
Jesus was asked what was the 
greatest of all commandments (see 
Mark 12:28-31), he named this pas- 
sage together with Leviticus 19:18. 


Nothing should take precedence 
over the true worship of God in our 
hearts, and in the hearts of all those 
we hold dear in our households, The 
Eternal One, the Source of Life, 
the All-Powerful One, he is “our 
God" (vy, 4) and he looks to us for 
complete and constant devotion to 
him, Let us give it. 

II, Instruction (vv. 6-9). 

It was not enough that these words 
should be repeated in some regular 
or formal worship, but they were to 
be taught to the children in the home 
with all faithfulness and diligence— 
and by the parents, 


We are far too eager to delegate 
the teaching of our children to oth- 
ers. In religious matters it is the 
church and the Sunday school which 
are responsible. Many parents do 
not even take their boys and girls to 
the house of God. They just send 
them. Mark it well, such parents 
are delinquent in their duties to God 
and to their families. 


But our vital point is this—it is 
the business of the home to teach 
religion, to do it regularly, and to 
make it a normal and natural part 
of daily life. 

This is a matter of great signifi- 
cance, The faith which we profess 
in the church must be effectively 
brought into the home, It is not 
enough to carry a Bible on Sunday. 
It should be in use in the home 
throughout the week; not only in 
family worship, but in the incidentals 
of daily life. 

The family altar has gradually 
disappeared, and it is regrettable 
that it has, for the testimony of gen- 


_erations indicates that in family 


worship some of the most useful men 
and women of all ages have received 
the direction of life which made 
them great for God. 


Ill. Remembrance (vv. 10-12). 

Israel had a history full of the 
magnificent mercies of God. In the 
day when, by his help and blessing 
they were to be established in their 
land, they were to recall his bless- 
ings and recognize his goodness. 


There are few, if any, more pow- 
erful incentives to faith and coura- 
geous living than the remembrance 
of past blessings. To recall how God 
made it possible for ordinary men 
and women to, by faith, subdue king- 
doms, quench the fires of persecu- 
tion, turn back the armies of aliens, 
to become strong in the midst of 
weakness (read Heb, 11) is to make 
one ready for the battles of life. 

Every family has its dark and 
trying days, its experiences which 
rock one back on his heels in aston- 
ishment and fear—and in the Chris- 
tian family God has always been 
the answer—the solution to every 
problem, the provider for every 
need. Keep such memories fresh in 
the thinking of boys and girls and 
they will be ready for the storms of 
life, 

Help them to a great faith in a 
great Saviour and you have given 
them something more precious than 
all the riches of all the earth,

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DORSEY TRAILER PLANT 
IS DAMAGED BY FIRE 
EARLY SATURDAY NIGHT 

Dorsey Trailer plant, the City’s 
largest industrial enterprise, loca- 
ted in West Elba, was heavily 
damaged by fire Saturday night 
about 7:30, when flames destroy- 
ed practically all of the large 
stock and storage room with the 
contents, 

While it cannot be determined 
how much damage was suffered 
until repairs and replacements are 
made and final check-up  com- 
pleted, early estimates place the 
loss at approximately $50,000.00. 
A big stock of paint and chemi- 
cals used in painting, and other 
critical materials such as bearings, 


molds, vacuum equipment,  elec- 
trical supplies, and many small 
parts for trailers, formed the 


major part of the loss. 

However, the building suffered 
considerable damage from heat, 
smoke and water. Two or three 
partly finished Van bodies were 
badly damaged, while others prac- 
tically completed were pulled to 
safety with slight damage. 

At first it was thought that loss 
of some of these critical materials 
might halt operations at the plant 
foy a considerable time, but work 
is going forward as usual for the 
present at least. 

Origin of the fire is unknown. 
Nightwatchman F. I, Seymore dis- 
covered the blaze which spread 
rapidly when large cans of paint 
and chemicals exploded. Firemen 
battled the flames for nearly two 
hours. It is the first major fire 
the city has had in several years,
